“And the Jews’ passover was 
at hand, and Jesus went up to 
Jerusalem, And found inthe tem- 
We those that sold oxen and sheep 
amd doves, and the changers 
of money sitting: And when 
lae had made a scourge of small 
cords he drove them all out of 
the temple, and the sheep, and 
the oxen; and poured out the 
changers’ money, aiid overthrew 
the tables; and said unto them 
that sold doves, Take these 
things hence; make not my 
Father's house an house of 
merchandise. And his disciples 
remembered that it was written, 
The zeal of thine house hast 
eaten me up. Then answered 
fhe Jews and said unto them, 
What sign shewest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these 
things? Jesus answered and said 
ewnto them, Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it 
up. But he spake of the tem- 
pie of His body.” John 2:13, 
19, 21.

. fg and the beautiful flowers un- 
folding and sending forth their 
fragrance to bless humanity. 
The birds were singing their 
beautiful songs of springtime 
and the forest was beginning to 
put on her green robes of sum- 
mer. The roads from every 
direction leading into the holy 
ity were thronged with humble 
saints who were on their way to 
keep the passover. As they drew 
wear to Jerusalem the songs of 
the pilgrims would reverberate 
the air, amid the joyous shouts, 
“{ was glad when they said un- 


to me, Let us go up unto the 


faouse of the Lord. Our feet 
whall stand within their gates, 
O Jerusalem.” 

In the midst of the throng a 
wtrange man of Nazareth was 
going to Jerusalem for this nota- 
bie occasion. As they drew near 
to the temple where they were 
to pay their vows to Jehovah, 
these glorious songs of praises 


the spirit of these holy saints 
grieved, when they heard the 
noise of the grafters, rather 
than the uplifting prayers of 
peace and communion with Je- 
hovah. There were the cries 
of the merchantmen and the 
bickering of those who came to 
buy. . 
Jesus went into the temple 
and found the merchantmen 
sitting at their desks waiting the 
arrival of the next pilgrim on 
whom they might practice their 
extortion and deceit. The temple, 
of the Lord that had once been 
dedicated to the service of God 
with the most solemn ceremo- 
nies; the place wliere God was to 
come down and meet with His 
people; where the mighty tides 


the good free spirit of God used 
to prevail and the heavenly 
atmosphere to prevade was be- 
ing misused contrary to its origi- 
nal intention and purpose. In- 
stead of being used for a place 
of humble devotion and true 
worship, it was being used for a 
place of extortion and fraud. 

Little by little they forgot the 
thought of God and began to 
swerve from the right way. No 
doubt they thought that a slight 
deviation would not be hurtful 
or displeasing to God. The 
opportunity for temporal gain 
or the accumulation of wealth 
was more than they could turn 
down. The love of money: has 
wrecked many great men. Pros- 
perity in temporal things is not 
to be construed as prosperity in 
spiritual things. The most spirit- 
ual are some times the poorest 
in this world’s goods,. but are 
rich in faith and are heirs of the 
kingdom. 

Viewing the unfavorable and 
unholy situation, Jesus at once 
launched a clean up campaign 
by making a scourge of small 
cords and driving them out with 
their sheep and oxen and doves. 
He poured out their money and 
turned over their tables and 
gave them orders to clear things 
out at once and not make 
His Father’s house a house of 
merchandise. They raised the 
question as to His authority for 
such action but He gave them 
a fearless reply and proceeded 
with His clean up campaign. 


These men whom Jesus so 
severely rebuked were possibly 
doing the right thing in the 
wrong way and at the wrong 
place. It was very necessary 
for some one to keep and offer 
for sale, sheep, oxen and doves 
for the temple sacrifice and ser- 
vice. It was also right for those 
who did so to receive a reason- 
able profit or compensation for 
their service. The-business of 
the money chal vas a legiti- 
mate one, but it was carried on 






of His glory used to flow; where' 


were accompanied by extortion, 
fraud and sharp bargains and 
they were using the temple con- 
rary to the purpose to which it 
was built. This was the place 
where the pilgrims were to draw 
near to the God who said fro 
between the cherubim of gl 
He would come down an 
mune with them. 


We cannot afford to play with 
the things of God or think light- 
ly of His orders and directions. 
We are not permitted to misuse 
that which He said was holy un- 
to the Lord. We have not the 
authority to misapply the things 
intrusted to us contrary to their 
intention and purpose. We may 
undertake to console ourselves 
that it is all for the Lord and His 
Church, yet He will not hold us 
guiltless for the misuse of the 
principles of the covenant. that: 
binds us together. The cry of 
the orphan will be heard in that 
day against those who have not 
been true to the trust committed 
to them. It was the bleating of 
the sheep and the lowing of the 
oxen that condemned Saul, and 
his reckless disobedience that 
caused God to reject Him from 
being King, yet Samuel cried all 
night because it happened. 


Jesus gives an example for 
those who would deal with cor- 
rupters of righteousness. We 
often hear it said that we must 
always manifest the spirit of 
Jesus. I am sure this is the 
right thing to do but it would be 
well for us to consider the spirit 
that He manifested on this oc- 
casion. Smiles and soft words 
are to be appreciated in their 
proper place, but there comes 
times when we must take a firm 
stand and be emphatic. We could 
hardly conceive the idea that 
Samuel approached Saul with 
a smile and soft pliable words 
that would have a tendency to 
cause him to think that His dis- 
obedience was only a slight devi- 
ation from the accepted princi- 
ples but we rather believe he 
opened the matter up to him 
with strong and emphatic words 
and told him that because he 
had disobeyed God and rejected 
Him that God had rejected him 
from being King, yet at the same 
time it grieved his heart so much 
that he wept and cried all night. 

Jesus on many other oc- 
casions condemned _ corrupt 
practices in plain terms easy to 
be understood. Peter looked 
the guilty mob in the face and 
told them what they had done in 
such strong terms that it was 
almost like thunder out of a 
clear sky. Our Lord severely 
condemned these grafters and 
upset their offices by turning 
over their tables and giving them 
orders and commands to be 
observed without delay. There 
are some people, no doubt, who 
would like to blot out this _pic- 
ture from the life of our ‘Lord 
and there are many living in 
these days who would accuse 
Him of manifesting a .bad spirit 
and say that He acted rashly and 
hastily, but He was only clean- 
ing up and getting ready for a 
better day.

our land were strictly observed 
and enforced we would have a 
much better country to live in. 
Many good laws have been en- 
acted by our lawmaking bodies 
that are laying almost dormant, 
having never been put into force 
or effect. There are many who 
believe in law enforcement and 
good government until it begins 
to interfere with the course that 
they wish to pursue. It may be 
we have some in the Church who 
believe in good system, good or- 
der and good goverment until it 
begins to effect their personal 
inclinations, then they are not 
so favorable. Some favor good 
government, if they can be per- 
mitted to be the governor. They 
find themselves unable to sub- 
mit to others as they wish others 
to submit to them, but what is 
good for one is good for others, 
so let us submit ourselves one 
to the other in the fear of God. 
That rebellious nature that re- 
fuses to allow others to submit 
themselves one to the other, will 
cause them to disobey God and 
thereby disturb their relation 
with Him. There are_ special 
blessings that come to those who 
are willing to be humble and 
submit themselves to others. 
This is a grace that is much to 
be admired. 

We have the privilege of will- 
ingly submitting ourselves to 
each other and observing the 
government of God, or having 
the rules’ of government applied 
to us. The formeris much to 
be preferred. It has been re- 
peatedly asserted that you can’t 
make men good by legislation or 
reform them by applying the law. 
Nevertheless, there are more 
people who live sober moral 
lives than there would be if there 
were no restraining rules. They 
say the wicked fleeth when no 
one is pursuing him, but it is 
said that he makes better time 
when he knows that some one 
is after him. 

Jesus was willing to take this 
stand for the right, regardless of 
the opinion of friends. Some 
easy going fellows might have 
told Him’ that He would ruin 
Himself and His standing with 
the people and He would never 
amount to anything if He did 
that way, but He was willing to 
stake His ali on the right thing 
and contend for truth and 
righteousness. We can afford to 
do the same. It is always best 
for us to stand for the right, 
though we may be in the minori- 
ty, than to stand for the wrong 
and be in the majority.

Those who are disturbed 
in their wrong doing are always 
ready with false insinuations. 
By what authority do you inter- 
fere with our business—that 
same spirit is in the world today. 
They question the authority of 
every one who interferes with 
their course, right or wrong, and

Philosophy and 
science are the things Paul had to 
contend with. Philosophy and science 
are good in their place, but Paul said 
that his preaching was not with entic- 
ing words of men’s wisdom but of the 
demonstration of the Spirit and power 
of God. He was determined to know 
nothing but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified. 


Now this scientific crowd get some 
healed and the devil surely knows 
just how to work this. It is true that 
they pray and quote Scripture, but 
misinterpret or misapply. it. The dev- 
il did that much. Jesus said to His 
sorrowing disciples who were very 
limited in their knowledge as concern- 
ing Jesus and His atoning blood that 
was soon to be shed, “Ye believe in 
God, believe also in me.” This also 
applies to Spiritualists.

Beloved, I know that it is true that 
many have never been able to grasp 
this about Melchisedec. I am not 
censuring you because you can’t un- 
derstand these words that are hard 
to be uttered, but you just keep look- 
ing and presently it will appear like 
the picture sometimes appears on a 
blank card. 


Jesus said, “Abraham rejoiced to 
see my day.” The Jews didn’t un- 
derstand it. He said further, “And 
he saw it and was glad,” Yes, actual- 
ly saw Jesus and was glad.

EXTRAVAGANCE A CRIME 





Prudence and Frugality Taught by Jesus 





J. P. Hughes 





“and I say unto you, Make to your- 
geives friends of (Greek, out of) the 
mammon (riches) of unrighteousness; 
that, when ye fail, they may receive 
you into everlasting habitations. He 
that is faithful in that which is least 
ig faithful also in much: and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also 
a> much. If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unrighteous mam- 
mon, who will commit to your trust 
the true riches?” Luke 16:9-11. 

The above Scripture is in connec-{ 
fiom with the illustration given by 
Jesus, of the rich man and the stew- 
ard who had wasted his goods. This 
fllustration is consecutive of the 
wtory of the prodigal or younger son; 
im which story Jesus addresses the 
Pharisees and scribes for the purpose 
af rebuking their  self-righteousness 
and showing them God’s love for the 
sinner. After Jesus had given the 
Pharisees and scribes their lesson to 
learn, He then comes te the disciples 
with a similar one for the purpose of 
teaching them the lesson of “pru- 
dence and frugality, or the sin of ex- 
travagance.” 

Prudence and Frugality are in one 
gemse of their meaning synonymous 
terms. They both mean “economy” 
but the word “prudence” is a stronger 
term which also means; “carefulness, 
foresight, consideration or fore- 
thought.” ; 

Prior to the announcement that he 
ghould no longer be steward, prudence 
and frugality had not been thought 
of by the wasteful steward, but now, 
like the younger son, he comes to 
himself. 

“What shall I do?” was the ques- 
tion of his mind, 

“I canmot dig; to beg I am ashamed. 
{ am resolved what to do, that, when 
£ am put out of the stewardship, they 
may receive me into their houses.” 
As he peered into the situation he 
thought of a plan by which he could 
gave himself an abiding place by 
making friends with his lord’s debtor: 
and this he began to do by discount- 
ing their bills, and his lord commend- 
ed him for his wise and prudent act. 

After Jesus had portrayed to His 
disciples the lesson concerning the 
wasteful steward, He then spoke the 
words of the text, “And I say unto 
you, make to yourselves friends of 
the mammion of unrighteousness; 
that, when ye fail, they may receive 
you into everlasting habitations.” Of 
course Jesus does not want His fol- 
lowers to be unjust with their fellow 
maen to make friends out of the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness: But the les- 
gon is “Prudence and frugality” or 
care and economy. 

The wrong and fate of extravagance 
is obvious in both the story of the 
prodigal son and the unjust steward. 
The only difference in the two char- 
acters is that the son had wasted his 
own goods and the steward,.the goods 
of the rich man. The younger son 
manifested penitence by his return 
and confession, and the steward man- 
ifested prudence by using fore- 
thought in making friends with the 
unrighteous mammon. The act of 
prudence is the part of the drama 
that Jesus called the attention of His 
disciples to, and virtually said, You 
do likewise. “Make to yourselves 
friends of the mammon of unright- 
eousness.” 

It is evident that the mammon of 
anrighteousness represents the tem- 
poral side of life. After Jesus had 
given the lesson as is recorded in the 
6th chapter of Matthew, how that no 
man can serve God and mammon 
and that we should take no thought 
of what we shall eat, drink or where- 
withal we shall be clothed, He then 
uttered the following words, “Take 
therefore no thought for the morrow: 
for the morrow shall take thought 
for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof.” 
Matt. 6:34. In this statement of our 
Lord, it is plain to be seen that He 
classes the mammon or temporal 
things as evil (unrighteous). These 
things, He teaches His followers not 
to seek after, but gives the assurance 
that if they will seek after God’s 
righteousness, the temporal things 
will be supplied. While it is true 
that Jesus does not want His follow- 
ers to seek after the temporal side 
of life, it is just as true that He 
does want them to take care of the 
temporal things after they have been 
supplied by the Father. 

All we have comes from God. It 
is in Him that we live and move and 
have our being. Therefore, we should 
take care of our gifts. if a man de- 
stroys his life we say that he has 
done a terrible wrong to waste his 
life that God gave him. Then what 
do people do when they waste the 
things that God gives them to sus- 
tain life? A friend gives you a nice 
present and you say, “I shall take 
eare of it because a friend gave it 
to me.” : 

Why not look at our temporal 
blessings as being a gift from the 
dearest friend, and take care of 
them? The clothing should be taken 
ware of as a gift from God. The food 
also is God’s gift and should be used 
with care and nothing wasted. Jesus 
set the example of economy when He 
fed the five thousand and said, “Gath- 
er up the fragments that nothing be 
Jost.” John 6:15. That automobile of 
yours is a gift from God, and you 
should think of it as such. You 
should say of it, “I shall take care of 
this car for God gave it to me. I shall 
not wear out the tires and machinery 
and waste gas and oil geing hither 


and thither seeking pleasure, or for 


@ purpose of no profit.” Remember 
that it was pleasure seeking that 
oaused the younger son te spend all, 


and thus sin against heaven and come 
to want and shame. 

Extravagance is a crime that too 
many are guilty of. Enough money 
is spent each year by the people of the 
United States for chewing gum, to- 
baco and the luxuries of life to feed 
and clothe all the orphan children in 
the country and support a corps of 
missionaries in every heathen coun- 
try on the globe. We are told by 
good authority that twenty million 
dollars have been spent in the United 
States in one year for chewing gum. 
I am sure that much more than that 
is spent for tobacco, besides for many 
other things that could be considered 
a waste of momey. 


Of course our people do not spend 
money for chewing gum or tobacco, 
but doubtless many of them are 
guilty of being extravagant with their 
means and spending money for things 
of no profit. “Wherefore do ye spend 
your money for that which is not 
bread? and your labor for that which 
Satisfieth not.” Isaiah 55:2. The 
question is why do people spend mon- 
ey for things of no profit? The an- 
swer that most people give is, “They 
don’t cost much and I ought to have 
a little pleasure out of what I work 
hard and make.” It should always 
be remembered that pleasure was 
what brought want and shame to the 
prodigal or younger son. We should 
remember also that. Jesus taught to 
save the fragments (little things). 

“He that is unjust in the least. is 
unjust also in much.” Any one that 
is unjust enough with a few cents to 
spend it carelessly for things that 
do not pertain to the needs of life, 
or unjust enough with a few frag- 
ments of food, or some old clothing 
that they have gotten tired of to let 
them go to waste, is showing the 
marks of a prodigal and not follow- 
ing close to Jesus. Yousdo not 
have to go to a far country to be a 
prodigal. If you are spending money 
in pursuit of pleasure, or carelessly 
using your means and are extraya- 
gant with what your heavenly Father 
gives you, it is an evident token that 
you are a prodigal of the major rank. 

Not a few people say that they are 
too poor to pay tithes and never have 
any thing to give to the cause of the 
Lord. [I am sure that one would not 
have to be in their home very long 
to see signs of extravagance. Poverty 
comes as a result of imprudence and 
extravagamce especially not taking 
care for the little things. I am sure 
if we had all the nickles and dimes 
that were spent by our people during 
Christmas time for things of no 
profit, that it would go a long way 
toward paying off the publishing 
house indebtness, if not fully pay the 
bill. Again, if our people would use 
prudence and consider what they 
could pay for before they bought they 
would not be encumbered with debt. 


Prudence is a God given attribute 
that every one should seek for. The 
wise man said, that a prudent wife 
was from the Lord. Prov. 19:14. I do 
not know where the imprudent wives 
come from but it is evident that they 
are here. The wife that cannot look 
akead and find a good use for the 
cold bread or any other fragment of 
food, or article of any kind about 
the house and will let it go to waste 
is not a prudent wife. She will keep 
her husband continually in debt and 
bring the family: to want. Another 
imprudent wife is one that does not 
consider that she cannot dress in cost- 
ly array and obey the Bible, but will 
spend more money for dress than is 
necessary, not considering other 
needs of the family. Now, brother 
reader, if your wife is of the types 
mentioned abpve, you may judge for 
yourself where you got her; but the 
prudent wife is from the Lord. 


The imprudent wives are not alone 
in the world, for there are men also, 
that will give more thought to what 
they can buy than to what they really 
need. and can pay for. They will 
spend for this and that little thing 
not considering that the little things 
grow into one big bill or débt. And 
thus by their imprudence they fail 
to obey the Lord in making friends 
out of the mammon of unrighteous- 
ness (temporal things) and being 
faithful in that which is least. 

“If therefore ye have not’ been 
faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the 
true riches?” 

Extravagance is a sin tnat if in- 
duiged in will not only bring one to 
want and shame in the temporal side 
of life, but will also deprive him of 
the spiritual side. 

Some people are so spiritually lean 
that they would have to walk twice 
in one place to make a shadow. They 
wonder why it is that they are so 
spiritually weak and have such poor 
results from their trying to serve the 
Lord. If they would examine their 
stock of prudence and frugality and 
see how far short they have come of 
obeying the words of Jesus, by being 
careless with temporal things and 
making debts without first knowing 
that they could meet their obligations 
I am sure the mystery would be 
solved.

Since the falling of the latter rain 
I have never witnessed such a meet- 
ing as the convention which just 
closed at the Miami Church of God, 
Mar., 15-18, 1923. 

Thursday, Mar. 15, at 2 P. M. the 
praise service was opened hy sing- 
ing, Wonderful Love and after several 
other songs of praise we all fell on 
our faces in concert prayer and 
thanksgiving to God for all things and 
in bringing to us our General Over- 
seer and helpers.
